Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed, a 
server and client wherein the client accesses an authentication stack during a power on 
self-test that enables authentication of the server, does not require the particulars of the 
subcombinations claimed because authentication of the server may be effected by other

subcombinations of downloading boot code (Invention II), or of a service provider 
(Invention III), or transmitting wake up packets and receiving an authentication response 
(Invention IV).
